TODAY, another flash of light streaks across the dark 
* placos in Wall Street's government in Washington, show- 
ing how the dollar dictatorship operates. 

The rampaging Senator Blease. of South Carolina, 
kicked up another foul-smelling old party dunghill when he 
exposed the fact that the republican president, Coolidge, had 
entered into a "deal" with the democratic senator. Under- 
wood, of Alabama, to pad the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, that is making discriminating freight rates in favor 
of the non-union coal miners of the south, with some more 
ultra-reactionaries. 

Tho revelations should give another body blow to the 
pet "balance of power" theories, not only of the LaFollette- 
reactionary farmers' bloc in congress, but also of the official- 
dom of the American Federation of Labor, which makes- it 
the basis of its "non-partisan" policy inherited from the re- 
gime of Sam Gompers. 

Coolidge definitely develops his plan of winning, not only 
the unity of his own party in congress, but of allying with 
this power all available democrats. The present exposure 
over Chsna as the undltpktril shows how places of prestige are used to win over susceptible 
ster of . orth < hina and at tew , f | em0Ciats j n this case Underwood, perennial presidential pos- 
sibility on the democratic ticket. Coolidge uses this added 
strength, as has been repeatedly shown, to beat his own in- 
surging party members in congress into line. 

The case now in the limelight is typical. Two places are 
open on the powerful interstate commerce commission. The 
senate in its last session held up the confirmation of Thomas 
L. Woodlock. of New York, but Coolidge. nevertheless, gave 
him a recess appointment. It must now come up for ap- 
proval. Coolidge still sticks by Woodlock. In order to have 
his appointment confirmed. Coolidge calls Senator Under- 
wood to the White House and asks that he fill the other va- 
cancy, thus winning democratic support. 

Underwood does not resent this approach. He does not 
stand defiantly on the sacred principles of Jefferson and 
Jackson. All party pride is laid aside. Ho grabs at the op- 
portunity to get his man on the I. C. C. He suggested Richard 
V. Taylor, of Mobile, in his home state, and the suggestion is 
accepted. Taylor is mayor of Mobile, just as "open shop" 
as other industrial centers of the solid south. For nearly a 
quarter of a century he was manager of the Mobile and 
Ohio railroad. Cities in the reactionary south know where 
to get their mayors, and when Coolidge picks one of them 
for a job muter his republican administration, he knows it is 
difficult to find anyone more conservative.

Thus the republican-democratic compact in congress 
grows. The "balance of power" theory is based on the sup- 
position that republicans and democrats are opposed to each 
other, and that a small bloc can exercise influence by swing- 
ing its vote back and forth between them. The A. F. of L. 
"non-partisan" idea is also based on the idea that its bloc of 

is effectually shattering that fond dream. Underwood may 
indignantly deny the latest "deal" with Coolidge. But there 
it stands. 

With these dreams of a short cut to power effectively 
shattered, labor will be able to build on a firmer foundation 
in the creation of its own class strength. Against all fruit- 
less maneuvers within the old parties, the building of the 
class labor party.

This means that Wilson believed no social order could be 
imajned supertor to the capitalist social order that spawned 
the world war; an idea, of course, that comes in direct con- 
tt with d the r teachings of Mr* an* t ^«n. wha pomt^u 
that capitalism within itself carr.es the Mfcds of its own 
destruction: that it must make way for the htgher social 
or( ler — Communism. 

Wilson carried out his "faith" in capitalism that was to 
••make the world safe for democracy, by jailing 
the United States opposing the war and oppress inf^W; 
papers and all other literature telling the truth about the war. 
He carried his 14 points to Paris and helped frame the Ver- 
railies peace and launch capitalism's black Miternat.ona. the 
league of nations. Wilsons friends now claim that the co 
cil of the league, the international cour of justice. , n l^.i 
carno agreement, and the agent general of the Dawes plan 
all "operate, in essence, along Wilson lines. 

All this to the glory of the House of Morgan: entrench, 
ing the power of American finance capital, at home and 

abr °Wilson feared the teachings of Leni.i. His attorney gen- 
eral, J. Mitchell Palmer, launched the r.vds against the Com- 
munists in January. 1920. During the Wilson regime the 
United States made open war on Soviet Russia, in spite of 
the fact that no war was actually declared. American gold 
was hurried to the aid of every capitalist state in western 
Europe, crumbling under the assaults of revolutionary labor. 
Wilson's Herbert Hoover, getting his inspiration from Wall 
Street as well as Washington, launched his successful attack 
against the Hungarian Soviet RepuMic. 

But the power of the Union of Soviet Republics has held 
ao-ainst Wilson's capitalist world, and within the capitalist 
nations of Western Europe, that Wilson's Wall Street gov- 
ernment temporarily saved from triumphant revolution, 
there have sprung up powerful Communist parties directing 
the continuance of the struggle.

TODAY, ths politician* ars .worried about tho "smbattlsd 
farmer.." This Include, not only the spokesman of tho 
Coolldga republican administration, but the democrat* at 
well. Both begin to wriggle more than ever under the thumb 
of increasing mat* discontent among the land workers. They 
realize that there le much meaning In the new wave of the 
farmer-labor movement sweeping from North Dakota. Mon- 
tana and Washington, down thru the middle wett into Okla- 
homa and Texa*. Tho farmer* are bent on an independent 
class attack on both the Walt Street partie* that have made 
them so many empty promise* offering futile remedies. 

Some of the western ctate*. now the centers of the 
greatest discontent, were ardent supporters of Coolidge at 
the poll* last year. In little more than 12 month* the balance 
has turned. The farmers are on the warpath against Coo- 
lidge. 

That the republican administration at Washington is 
fully aware of this turnover was shown in the hurried trip 
made by President Coolidge to Chicago to address the Amer- 
ican Farm Bureau. Before this gathering of politicians, 
bankers, rich farmers and little. business men, who feed off 
the working farm population. Coolirjge gushed rivers of 
political sympathy for the farmers further to the west. His 
only remedy, however, was the co-operative marketing of 
farm products. This didn't please the farmers who are more' 
concerned about the prices received for their products. Even 
the reactionary strata represented by trie Farm Bureau yelled 
its disapproval of the remedies offered by the New England 
farmer. Coolidge, who once had hi* picture taken pitching 
hay. He appeared with a *tand-up, stiff Jinan collar that 
made him look as if he didn't often get close to the soil. 
When the picture was published in the kept press, for politi- 
cal purposes, it had quite the wrong effect among real dirt 
farmers. It was to them a good comic. 

The farmers have taken the starch out of Coolidge's 
pretensions before the Farm Bureau. Other advances are 
now in process of Initiation. The 1926 elections are coming 
on and the republican grip on some western states is openly 
menaced. It is announced that "Silent Cal" is now ready to 
appoint a commission to dispose of the surplus production of 
the farms. .This is supposed to refer especially to the corn 
belt centering in Iowa. But again, it would help little to dis- 
pose of the surplus if the price is below the cost of produc- 
tion. So far the president has set his face against all forms 
of price fixing. 

One of the greatest assets of American capitalism is its 
home market. It protects its manufactured goods for the 
enjoyment of thi* home market thru high tariffs, shutting 
out foreign competition. Similarly, one farm panacea now 
offered is high protective tariffs for farm products. But this 
would only help complete the circumference of a vicious 
circle. Higher tariffs on farm products, would mean an in- 
crease in the price of those same product*, resulting in a 
mounting cost of living for the industrial workers. This 
would force the city workers into greater struggles to main- 
tain their living standards. Every inch gained, however, 
would be seized upon by the private ^owners of industry to 
increase the cost of industry's products, that the farmer 
must buy, thus in turn raising his cost of living. 

The drive toward the movement for independent political 
action shows that increasing numbers of farmers realize the 
vicious grip in which they are held under the present social 
system. In the words of William Bouck. president of the 
Western Progressive Farmers: 

"WE KNOW THAT THERE IS NO CURE FOR THE 
PROBLEMS CONFRONTING THE FARMERS UNDER 
THE PRESENT CAPITALIST SOCIAL SYSTEM." 

The politicians at Washington are worried. They have 
great need to be worried.

TODAY, the year 1925 draws to a close. The kept press 
overexerts itsetf to prove that the year has been prosper- 
ous; not for the workers, but for the bosses. Bankers are 
interviewed to tell of th* rainbow future of the financial 
world. Railroad magnate*, steel baron* combined with in- 
dustrial overlords of every hue, tell of past and future "pros- 
perity." Only the little patch on the map that covers the 
anthracite coal fields of Pennsylvania, where the workers 
are on strike, looks gloomy to the profiteers. There labor is 
fighting to maintain its wages and working conditions, and 
that makes the coal barons feel blue. *v*n during their hilar- 
ity on New Year'* Eve. # # ^ 

Of course, just as soon as the workers get busy in other 
industries, the bosses will immediately plead poverty, The 
railroad owners have had their best year, but the workers 
have suffered, their unions broken and class-collaboration 
schemes foisted upon them. Great profits in steel. Oil. auto- 
mobiles, meat packing and eleewher* are accompanied with 
new threats of wage cuts to be forced upon unorganized, bit- 
terly exploited workers. The whole subsidized press will 
have plenty of arguments, in the New Year, to show that 
labor is getting plenty, that capital must have more. 

Figures already prepared tend to show that the coun- 
try's favorable balance of trade for 1925 will reach $600,000.- 
000. It may go to a billion dollars. American great busi- 
ness has sold that much more than it ha* bought during the 
past year. That is part of the rainbow.. The capitalist eco- 
nomists carefully attempt to explain away the blue streak In 
it. however. They try to argue away that there is danger 
that the indebtedness of other nations to American imperial- 
ism is increased by that amount. It is pointed out. with 
great pride, that the nation's business has sold $865,000,000 
worth of goods to South and Central America in 1925. That 
is about $110,000,000 more than in 1924. Business claims 
to see no menace in the fact that European countries are 
looking with jealousy upon this market; that they will strug- 
gle to win it. Business professes no fear that Wall Street's 
financial domination over these same countries will develop 
future uprisings among these peoples against dollar degrada- 
tion. New Year's day. is a time specially set apart to look at 
the rosy side of the picture. 

The usual alibi provided by the kept economist is that 
American tourists irt foreign lands will scatter enough gold 
to wipe out the trade balance, when it is added to other in- 
cidentals of Wall Street rule abroad. Thus George W. Hin- 
man, of the Hearst press asks: 

• What «,ould be thought of a business man who feared to sell more 

the end C f the year for his profit and pleasure?" • 

The spectacle of the profit parasites of this country try- 
ing to squander the billion dollar trade surplus in riotous liv- 
ing at foreign Monte Carlos should surely open the eyes of the 
workers. Labor might steal these word* out of the mouths of 
its class enemy and demand that the surplu* be used to in- 
crease wages and the purchasing pow*r.of the workers at 
home. But that goes entirely contrary to the eager profit 
hunt of the capitalist syr

The fact is that New Year's. 1926. proclaims America 
again the Midas of the world. Just as Midas could not live 
as everything he touched-turned to gold, so American capi- 
talism, richest and most powerful on the face of the globe, 
will succumb to the contradictions within the capitalist sys- 
tem itself. The proud boasting of the American dollar world 
at this New Year's season should spur workers at home, in 
alliance with the oppressed peoples abroad, to prepare for 
greater strugglos against it.

THE FOURTH OF JULY is the anniversary of the decision of 
I the American colonists to secure by any and all means, at 
the price of war and death if need be. their freedom from the 
English monarchy and establish themselves as a nation. 

The tradition of the United States of America in this respect 
is a revolutionary tradition. More than that, it is a revolutionary 
tradition of which the workers and farmers of America are the 
bearers because it was the oppressed, descendants of the Eng- 
lish, Irish, Scotch and Dutch peasantry which had been beggared 
first by the breakdown of feudalism and on whose bacVs were 
laid the unbearable burdens of a rising capitalism, who made up 
the revolutionary armies, who fought, starved and died for 
American independence only to be thrown into debtors' prisons 
and have the felon's brand placed on them when the revolution- 
ary war had ended. 

"THE "founding fathers" were the early aristocrats who took 
■ to themselves the fruits of the revolutionary struggto and 
framed a constitution based on property rights. They were the 
representatives of the landlord, trading and commercial groups 
who held and drove to labor from sunup to sundown black and 
white slaves-^the nucleus of the modern American workingclass. 

The farmers and workers got nothing from the war for inde- 
pendence. What progress they have made as a class since that 
time has been made in the face of the most determined resistance 
on the part of the exploiting class which seeks now to disguise 
and distort the history of the revolutionary struggle. 

As In France, where the -fall of the Bastile marked the rise , 
of the third estate— the trading and commercial class to power— ] 
but was achieved by the bloody sacrifices which the young work- 
ingclass laid on the altar of freedom, so in America the revolu- 
tionary, war. fought by workers and farmers, marks the opening 
of what appears as an endless lane of opportunity for the exploit- 
ers of the masses to consolidate and increase their wealth and

Tmlay the captains and the kings of industry control the 
majority of the. courts just as effectively at did the monarchs 
of old England. Th*ir money bugs the election of state judges 
friendly to their cause, and "puts over" the election of presi- 
dents who will "stay hitched" and appoint the corporation 
lawyers they want for federal jadget. These judget can haul a 
striking worker into court, act at legislator, judge, and jury 
combined, and then execute their own sentences upon the work-

There it no authority in law authorizing judges to issue 
injunctions in labor disputes. It it a usurped power, first afh 
plied by "Injunction Hill" Taft when he tried to'chain the Ann 
Arbor railroad engineers to their locomotive cnbt. Sow every 
petty judge in the country thinkt he hat power to crush strikes 
by the abuse of judicial power. 

The menace of the in junction consists in this: It is being 
increasingly used by both federal and state judges in the nuist 
dctjtotic manner, and in the event of a really serious strike tcill 
readily become an instrument of brutal tyranny, tearing away 
the civil liberties of the workers, casting them in jail at the 
will of the courts, tying up their strike funds and making any 
kind of strike relief illegal, as has already been done by the 
infamous Daugherty Injunction against the railroad shopmen. 

There is only one way for the workers to fight the injunc 
tion menace successfully; they must achieve political power in 
both state and nation, pass laws prohibiting the use of injunc- 
tions in labor disputes, and impeach and remove from office 
judges who persist in this despotic practice. They must also 
put in the White House- a labor president, as the Mexican work- 
ers have done, who idll appoint federal judges in sympathy with 
the aims and aspirations of the organized workers. Meanwhile, 
every candidate for public office ought to fc; pledged to oppose 
this evil, and if elected, held accouftabte for his pledge by the 
organized workers of his community.

In thi* itruggle the oourt* *tep in and *eek to take out 
of the hands of the worker the only weapon that he hoe— the 
right to fight for hi* etnttence.

JVHE use of the injunction in labor controvertiet it a striking 
example of the misapplication of designedly beneficial laws. 
What was originally intended to prevent irreparable injury is 
now employed to cause irreparable injury. The pretent applica- 
tion of judicial injunctions in labor dispute* it a radical depart- 
ure from the original purpose of thi* mandate. 

Thi* practice of perverting law* to other than the purpose 
intended shows how important it is that every branch of govern- 
ment be placed in the control of sympathetic hand* if the work- 
ers expert to get protection from distinctly labor lose* even. 
The penalty attached to the violation of the anti-tru*t law wot 
firtt and most forcibly visited on a labor organization, the 
United Hatters — when the plain purpose of the law wa* directed 
at the, evil practices of trusts. An unsympathetic court used 
the law against organised labor. 

T-V view of this experience, the workers have come to look upon 
the courts and especially the federal court* a* foregone ene- 
mies, and have, tried to keep away from them. During the past 
twenty-fire years persistent and repeated effort* have been made 
to safeguard labor's right by legislative inhibitions of the 
court's use of the injunction, and compel the differentiation be- 
tween human labor and property; but somehow the courts find 
a way to misconstrue the intent of the legislature, and go right 
ahead and apply late* adver*ely to the labor organizations. 

Today the judicial injunction is the most potent weapon of 
the employing class to uphold their right to exploit the worker* 
without hina'ranee from union activity. In addition to enjoy- 
ing a strange regard for the taeredne** of the courts, the latter 
have an effective, way of making their ordcrt stick. The courts 
occupy a super-sphere and are alwayt responsive to the call of 
property interests. They hare assumed the vital function of 
guardian of employing interests during their conflict* with 

fJ^BE injunction more than any other factor hat terved to make 
the strike unpopular with labor organisation* and has 
thereby destroyed the independence and militancy of the work- 
ers. The Daugherty-Wilkinson injunction in the railroad shop- 
men's strike is looked upon as the fatal blow to the workers' 
side of the contest. The same thing tea* true in- the historic 
A. B. U. strike of ISO), when Judge. Groscup sent Debs and his 
executive board to jail and broke the strike. 

The steady extension of court interference in labor disputes 
ha* reached a point of development at which a *y*tem of pre- 
scribed regulation has been developed. Just as soon as a strike 
occur*, the firtt thing the employer doe* i* to tue out an in- 
junction forbidding almost every move that might in any icag 
contribute to the success of the struggle. 

tJ^EB first effect is to paralyze the. activities of the strikers and 
give the emploijer the opportunity to gain time to secure 
itrike-treakers. The repeated experiences of labor unions in 
thi* process should fomcam them to be prepared to meet the 
injunction proceeding* more than half way. It should be a 
part of the strategy of the unions to anticipate the court mores 
of the employers, and force immediate action. Time i* one of 
the mott vital elements in the success of a strike. 

Just what to do in very case is difficult to prescribe. Rome- 
WWtw it is even necessary to disregard the orders of the courts 
When, the injunction is clearly a violation of the workers' rights, 
and there is no appeal from the court's orders. However this 
thould be done only in extraordinary cases. The late Presi- 
dent Gompert of the American Federation of Labor with John 
Mttchel disregarded the order* of the. court in the Buck *tove 
cote but were never sent to jail. This happy outcome would not 
be likely in the case of a striker. 

Until labor ha* judge* sympathetic with the interests of 
the workers, the courts will be used by the employers a* weap- 
ons of defense and offense.

This will, as in the 
ease of the Chicago I. I., fir. / ". workers, often mean filling the 
jails with labor's best dements. This dramatic type of protest 
is necessary. 

2. To bring impeachment proceeding*, where possible, 
against the injunction issuing judges; and to. fight for anti-in- 
junction legislation in the senate, and house of representatives 
of the United States, as well as in the state legislatures. 

•1. To organize the unorganized. The stronger labor is 
unionized the more influential its voice in determining the policy 
of courts, legislatures and judges. 

In this connection to fight particularly the company 
union and the. yellow dog contract. It must not be forgotten 
that suppressive injunctions an- often based upon the treachir- 
ous anti-labor operations of the boss-controlled company unions.

ANTI-INJUNCTION BILL DRAFTED 
AND OFFICIALLY APPROVED BY THE 
AMERICAN FEDERATION OF LABOR 

nacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
j of America In Congress assembled. That It shall not be unlaw- 
■orking men and women to organize themselves Into or carry on 
labor unions, and to persuade or Induce others to Join with them for the 
purpose of regulating the hours of labor, or regulating the wages, or other- 
wise bettering the conditions of the members of such organizations, or do- 
ing any act in pursuance thereof not forbidden by law If done by a single 
Individual. Labor unions and the individual members thereof shall not bo 
liable to damages for the unlawful acts of their offlceri or of other members 
thereof unless they shall have personally aided, counselled and advised 
the same. 

SECTION 2. No restraining order or injunction shall be granted by any 
court In the United States or any Judge or Judges thereof In any ease 
Involving or growing out of a dispute concerning the terms of employment 
or conditions of labor which shall prohibit any person or persons, whether 
singly or In concert, from terminating any relation or contract of employ- 
ment or from ceasing to perform any work or labor; or from recommend- 
ing, advising. Inducing, or persusdlng others so to do: or from sttendlng at 
any place where any person or persona might lawfully be for the purpose 
of obtaining or communreating Information: or from Inducing or persusdlng 
any person to work or to abstain from work: or from ceasing to patronize 
any person, firm, or corporation; or from recommending, advising, induelng, 
or persuading others, so to de; or from paying or giving to, or withholding 
from any person engaged In such dispute any strike benefits or other moneys 
or things of vslue or from doing sny act or thing which might lawfully be 
done In the absence of such dispute a single Individual. The sets speci- 
fied herein shall not be eo.nstru\d' or held to be lllegst, or unlswful In any 
court of the United States. 

SECTION 3. No person shall be indicted, prosecuted, or tried in any 
court of the United States for entering Into or participating In sny ar- 
rangement, agreement, or combination, made with a view of Joint action 
for the purpose of regulating the number of hours of labor, or rsgulstlng 
wages or bettering the conditions of working men snd women, or for sny 
aot done in pursuance thereof unless such act Is In itself forblddsn by Isw 
If done by a single Individual.

The Injunction and the Labor Party 

By C. E. RUTHEN8ERG, General Secretary 
Worker. (Communist ) Party. 

' HPHE nee of the injunction in strikes against the workers is the beet 
proof of tho class character of our government. 
The injunction also gives the lie to the shouters who praise onr 
"democratic institutions." 

In the railroad shopmen'* strike of 1922, the government se- 
> cured the infamous Daugherty injunction which violated every right 
i supposed to be guaranteed to the railroad shopmen, among others, 
J by the American constitution. The Daugherty injunction denied 
I the right of freedom of speech, freedom of press, freedom to as 
! eemblage. It denied the right to the railroad shopmen to use the 
' money of their own t.rganizaiion. And all this new law for the 
j. railroad shopmen was. made by decision of one man. 
' TK 1919, the WiLson administration secured un injunction from 
Judge Anderson at Indianapolis against the I'nited Mine Work- 
ers of America thru which the government, had the case been pressed 
to a final issue, could haw completely destroyed this labor union. 

The imprisonment of the Chicago Garment Workers for viola- 
tion of the injunction »f -Ittdge Sullivan was the latest expression 
of an arbitrary power which is as -roat as any king or kaiser wielded 
during the absolute rule of the past. 

TT is labor that suffers fr.mi this arbitrary use of the power of the 
government. It is labor which in a thousand strikes has felt the 
weight of the blow nf injunctions. The Chicago (Jarment Workers 
are the latest of thousands of workers whorhave gone to prison for 
contempt of court because they violated the one man rule of an in 
junction judge. 

The injunction must be fought thru the method of defiance of 
the injunction judge as was done by the Chicago workers. Hut send

Its charter has indnstrial features which allows it to organize 
all workers employed by municijral transit companies and purely

MOSCOW. U. S. S. R^Tha 
Austrian government has refus- 
ed to give vises to twelve young 
workers from Russia who were 
elected by the various districts 
to visit Austria and to study the 
conditions of the working youth 
there. The present government 
of Austria was afraid that the 
Russian youth would observe 
the miserable conditions of the 
Austrian young workers.

FELIX DZERJHINSKY, CHAIRMAN OF 

SOVIET ECONOMIC COUNCIL, DIES 



MOSCOW, U. S. S. R., July 21.— The workers and peasant! 
of the Union of Soviet Republics are mourning today for one of 
their most revered leaders, Felix E. Dzerjhinsky, who died here 
suddenly yesterday of heart disease. Comrade Dzerjhinsky was 
the chairman of the Supreme Economic Council, one of the most 
iportant posts in the Soviet government. 

Dzerjhinsky's death is attributed to his tireless application 
to his work from the time of his participation in the 1917 revolu- 
to his present responsible^position. 

He was formerly head of the Cheka and is credited with 
having done admirable work in suppressing counter-revolution- 
ary intrigue and. exposing foreign plots against the revolution. 

The soviet leader's body lies' in state in the Hall of the 
Unions, where Lenin reposed before his burial, and where thou- 
sands of workers are gathering to view his remains. Dzerjhinsky 
will be given an impressive funeral tomorrow.

PARIS. July 11.— The tremendous fall in value of the franc which will 
lead to rapidly Increasing prices and consequent reduction In the standards 
of living If the workers do not fight for concurrent wage Increases, is the 
Item of most significant Interest. Therefore a surrey of the present situation 
of French economy Is of world Importance. . 

Trade Deflolt. 

French foreign trade was deficient by 13,691,000.000 francs for 
half of 192*. while a year ago there was an export surplus of $2,67 

This change was entirely due 
tremendous increaso In Imports, which 
were 10,404,000,000 greater than i 
year ago— a 65 per cent Increase- 
while exports Increased only 5,142, 
000.000, or less than 24 per cent. 
Franc's Fall the Cause. 
It Is thought the heavy import sur- 
u s was largely due to the fall in 
French currency, which means heavy 
Increases In expenditures to purchase 
foreign goods. On the other hand. 
French export prices have not risen 
sucfflienlly to offset the depreciation 
of the franc, because generally goods 
are offered to foreign customers 
domestic prices. 

Tonnage More Fsvorsbls.

MOSCOW. V. S. S. R.. July I8.--The Tesults of the Plenum of the Central 
c of«ho Communist Party of the Colon of Socially 8ovlel Repub- 
lic. (All-Vnion Communist) Party. just closed, have been published. 

The Plenum discussed a number of most essential qnostloDB. of general 
end economic nature, and also of the Inner-party life. 

After hearing the report of the Central Control Commission conce-ning

Miners' Delegates Coming 

(Special to Tha Dally Worker) 

LONDON. August 1.— Expressing the hope that the organized labor movement of Amer- 
ica^might do as well as the trade unions of Soviet Russia have done in making sub- 
stantial contributions in cash to the 1,200,000 striking coal miners of Great Britain and 
their wives and children, a delegation of the British Miners' Federation sailed yesterday 
on the Berengaria to conduct a campaign thruout the United States fcr strike relief. 

The delegation, composed of four miners' representatives together with Ben Tillet, 
A. A. Purcell and Ellen Wilkinson, all labor party members of the British parliament, are 
sailing at the invitation of the American labor union? and will be received as the guests 
of the American Federation of Labor and its largest industrial union, the United Mine 
Workers of America. 

From New York, the delegation will go directly to the headquarters of the United 
Mine Workers at Indianapolis, where the U. M. W. of A. officials will take charge of the 
campaign and the itinary of the speakers. The duration of the campaign will dopend 
upon the needs of the British miners, who are fighting against a wage cut and the longer 
work day law recently passed by parliament.

Clackmannon and South Lanark 
have stopped parish relief, school feeding and milk for babies. Villages are suf- 
fering gaunt starvation. Litchfield is pitiful. The Pontypridd workhouse is full 
and relief has been reduced. The Bolton area of 22.000 miners is still, without re- 
lief except from us. Every day the public authorities are withdrawing assistance 
from somewhere. The fund must be maintained. Good luck.

The spirit of the rank and file of labor in this country 
was well displayed at the last meeting of the Chicago Fed- 
oration of Labor, when tho British strike was endorsed 
unanimously, steps taken by unanimous vote to give it finan- 
cial aid, and a unanimous declaration made in favor of an 
embargo on scab coal to England. But it is the officialdom 
of labor that must lead in the accomplishment of these 
tasks. The upsurge from the ranks must be so great that 
this official leadership will be pushed into action. 

Some contributions have already been sent across. But 
it is a mere drop in the bucket. Not a single American labor 
organization has, as yet, done its share, least of all the Unit- 
ed Mi.ie Workers., the American coal miners' union. 

The United Mine Workers of America must show their 
solidarity with the British coal miners by contributing at 
least $1,000,000. It has raised much more for local strikes 
In this country. One million dollars, two dollars from each 
member, is not too much to send across the Atlantic Ocean 
to relieve the suffering among the million striking coal 
miners and their families. The money can be taken quickly 
out of tho international and various district treasuries and 
later replaced thru a special assessment. The miners them- 
selves must see that this is done. President John L. Lewis 
will not do it unless he is forced to do it. 

This is a testing time for the great railroad brother- 
hoods, the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, the Broth- ' 
erhood of Lc.comotive Firemen and Enginemen, the Broth- 
erhood of Railroad Trainmen and the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors, to show whether they possess any tie of kinship to 
organized labor, or whether they are as charged merely job 
trusts to protect the economic interests of their own mem- 
bers at the expense of the rest of tho working class. 

Let the railroad shopmen's organizations, altho still 
sorely weakened by their last great strike, challenge the 
railroad brotherhoods to a contest in, the raising of relief 
funds for the British strikers. 

The unions in the building trades, well paid in compari- 
son with other branches of American labor, must give to the 
utmost, which means in sums not less than $100,000 each for 
these international unions. Organizations like the United 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners, with some militancy 
among their hundreds of thousands of members, should ad- 
vance close to the quarter million mark. 

Durinr; the grer>t general strike that broke over Eng- 
land on May first, the printing trades stopped the publication 
of the great capitalist newspapers. Perhaps this display of 
militancy will inspire some of the printing trades in this 
country to dip into their treasuries, which are well filled, or 
into the pockets of their members and make a good show- 
\nrf before thoir fellow craftsmen thruout the world. 

The metal trades can be expected to do their share.' 

Hu, mis could certainly be collected if the American 
Federatio of Labor would set up some machinery for the 
gathering of relief funds among the millions of unorganized 
workers, in the auto industry, the rubber industry, the steel 
industry, the vast unorganized sections of the shoe, textile 
and many other industries. This is a test of the ability of 
the organized labor movement to get in touch with the 
unorganized workers. 

The workers of the Union of Soviet Republics have 
thrown dewn the gauntlet to American labor thru the con- 
tribution of $2,540,000 to the striking British coal miners up 
to July 21st. The collections are still going on within the 
Soviet Union. Will American labor accept the challenge of 
Soviet labor and exert a serious effort to make good on its 
challenge? The days immediately ahead will answer that 
question.

CHURCH OF ENGLAND HELPS SWEAT 
PROFITS FROM UNDERPAID COAL 
MINERS OF THE BRITISH ISLES

THE Church of England sweat* unearned Income to the tune of over 
or.e and three-quarter million dollars a year from the underpaid miners 
of Great Britain. It .is the largest royalty collector and the biggest drag 
on the coal industry. 

Thla is the declaration of Paul McKmna of the executive of the 
Miners' Federation of Great Britain and a member of the mission that 
recently landed In America to stimulate labor s Interest in this country 
In the life and death struggle of his union. The British miners have been 
on strike since May 1 against a wage cut and longer working day. Amer. 
lean coal exports to England are a growing adverse factor in the struggle. 

THE owners are usually a separate class from the operators In England. 
McKenna points out. The operators make their profit If they can. but 
the owners collect fixed sums In royalty on every ton of coal brought to 
the surface and In addition they often charge extra sums known as way 
leaves for the privilege of carting the coal over their land.

The failure of the subway strike In New York has significance for 
, whole A. K. of t. movement. The strikers never affiliated with the A. 1 
U and they sorely raided the knowledge, .experience, prosllge, and a 
and financial support which A F. of L. affiliation might have brought, roi 
the failure of negotiations between the strikers and the A. F ot U person- 
alties on both side, wero partly rr-snonslble. More responsible, however was 
(he craft organization of the street car workers. The subway striken had 
belonged to a company union. They had worked together. But when It came 
to Joining the A. F. of h., they found that not all of them could unite with 
the Amalgamated Association of Street Railway Employes but that they 
would have to be spilt up In several craft unions. On this rock, negotiations 
broke. Tbo {trlko which was In Its essence a hopeful revolt against the rom- 
lany unionism which the A. F. of L. hates went on without A. F. of I* help. 
It was defeated. Company unionism won another victory. 

This Is not altogether an Isolated case. We know of an Important corn- 
puny union which would probably revolt and Join the A. F. of L. If It would 
not have to split up straightway Into craft unions. 8uch a state of affairs 
raises the question whether the A. F. of L. can make a winning fight against 
comrany union, without first dealing with the problem of craft organization. 
Historically, craft organization was the line of least resistance. It may still 
be llm logical typo «r organliallon for most of the building trades, altho they 
too have been cursed with jurisdictional disputes. It Is not the logical type 
of organization for modern large scale Industries. The A. F. of L. Itself, 
has in ft successful examples of industrial unionism among the miners and 
needle workers. It cannot fight company unionism without extending this 
principle of organization. There arc some real difficulties in the way of con- 
solidation of craft unions which It will require statesmanship to overcome. 
Not the least of these dlfllcultiea Is the vested Intereat that officers naturally 
and inevitably acquire In their jobs. Too much is at stake to let these 
d.ftlrultlM block the way to such reorganization as will be necessary If ever 
A. F. of IV* fight against company unions Is to get beyond the paper stage, 
do not want dual unionism In the Cnited States. Neither do we want a 
ureal labor organization impotent in the face of such opportunity as was 
presented by the discontent in the ranks of (he slave union which the Inter- 
borough Transit company lorced on Its workers.

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FRANK FARRINGTON IS SUSPENDED 
AS HEAD OF ILLINOIS MINERS' 
UNION BY THE EXECUTIVE BOARD 

\ 

(Special to The Dally Worker) 

SPRINGFIELD. III., Aug. 30.— The executive board of Dis- 
trict No. 12, United Mine Workers of America, today voted to 
/notify Frank Farrington, president of the district, that he is su»- 
toandajd lit once from the office of president and that the district 
executive board stands ready at any time to give him a trial in 
accordance with the laws of the miners' organisation. 

Harry Fishwick, vice-president, becomes president under the 
by-laws of the miners' union to fill Farrington's term, which 
expires in March. 

The two hours' board meeting, held behind locked doore. de- 
veloped Into a bitter struggle among members and although the 
vote on Karri:igt<>:f s suspension was not announced, it is believed 
to have been close. Officials refused to comment on the balloting 
due to the fact that it la believed that the vote would be a strong 
Indication of the outcome of the miners' election to be held next 
I^'cembcr. 

Whether the office left vacant by Flshwick's accession to the 
presidency will be filled was not Indicated by miners' officials. 
The board consists of fourteen numbers a nd '■>, resident officers.

Frank Farrington. president of the Illinois Miners' Union faced 
ouster from office yesterday when the district board met to con- 
sider the situation arising out of the discovery that ho had signed 
a long term contract with the Peabody Coal Company at a salary
